Shortly after 
sunrise yesterday morning, they were 
marched to the scene o the 
disaster and stood up before an 
adobe wall, aud shot bya file of sol- 
diers. The corpses lay for some time 
where they fell, as a warning against 
more wrecking, and were buried near 
the scene of the wreck.

Dr. Bishop was recalled and testified 
as follows: I began the practice of 
medicine in 1855; bave practiced on 
this coast since 1864; I graduated 
in Cincinnati in 1870, at the Physio- 
Medical Institute; have a diploma; 
practiced medicine 15 years before I 
graduated; bave been in charge of the 
Asylum four years; was appvinted 
by the Board of Commissioners; have 
looked after everything pertaining to 
the institution; the Board of Com- 
missioners have exclusive control of 
the Asylum; am only a subordinate; 
my position depends on tue pleasure 
of the Board; the Commissioners 
have furnished me with all of the auec- 
essaries I demanded; they have paid 
close attention to matters here; I have 
no power to make contracis; the 
Board is informed of what is wanted 
here; the institution bas ben supplied 
with the best of food aud plenty of 
clothing; there is plenty of room in 
the building; the ventilation is good; 
the building is well heated; have 
omitted nothing that would contribu‘e 
to the comforts of the patients; this in- 
stitution is equal to any other on earth ; 
the per cent. of cures here has been far 
ahead of that of similar institutions in 
the world; the comparison between 


this institution and otbers is in favor 
ofthis one. There were five persons 
returned to the Asy.um after I took 
charge of it; they were discharged by 
Dr. Dawson as oured; I coul: dis- 
charge many and take the chances ef 
their return; bave used tonics, bachs, 
electricity, etc., in my treatment; 
wont through the institution every 
day and saw the attendants aud pa- 
tients; procured my own medival sup- 
plies; treated my patients with elec- 
tricity; epplied it witha battery; it is 
an interrupted battery; was afraid to 
use the large or continuous battery; I 
discarded the old battery because it 
was too powerful; have been careful 
in the appiivation of  electric- 
it has nearly always ben- 
efitted those who were wild; 
on some others it was of no avail; the 
battery is interruptive; I apply one 
electrode to the part where the disease 
is located; it acts as a stimulant; one 
man was a furious and wild maniac; 
one evening I bad him held and ap- 
plied the baitery to him; applied it to 
nearly every portion of his body; 
never applied it to him but once, and 
it benefited bim; he was cured; “ used 
it on one who was stupid; it stirred 
him up and in a few weeks he was 
discharged; a Chinaman was sub- 

toan application of electricity; 
ne is now almost sane; would be all 
right if he would not touch opium; I 
used it on one mau who was guilty of 
masturbation; I took attendants with 
me, and applied the electricity inside 
of his pantaloons; have done the same 
thing in several instances; it was ben- 
eficial; it took three men to hold one 
man who was treated to eleciricity, 
and it was applied inside of his pania- 
loons; suppose that the irritatiou 
there could ve reduced by electricity ; 
have tried everything to preveut mas- 
turbation, but it failed; this is why I 
tried electricity ; have authority for the 
treatment. [Authorities were cited 
and admitted as evidence in the case. 
It was shown that the application of 
electricity to the privates was of great 
benefit in cases of onanism.) There is 
some pain attached to the application 
of electricity; there is no acute pain; 
never administered it to any patient as 
a punishment; always as @ curative. 
[ y names were read to whom the 
battery was applied.) Never applied 


it to any of them asa punishment; 


never punished any inmate in this in- 
stitution in any manner; have no rec- 
Ollection of the straps being put on 
McGrath; never recollect seving In- 
dian Dick on his fedt; he knew . noth- 
ing; he was a general paralytic; he 
was sent to the reservation; gave him 
more treatment than the others for 
three weeks; he was never mistreated 
to my knowledge; he was made com- 
fortable; he was kept on the ground 
floor because it was difficult to bring

niac; I bathed him; had to hold him 
in the tub; 1 kept a stream of cold 
water on his head; he was wiped dry 
after the bath and put to bed; never 
bad a thought of punishing him; there 
Was not sufficient pressure ou the hose 
to hurt anyone ;the pressure was about 
40 feet; the water was cool; let Dave 
go to Mr. Alt’s; Alt gave him a home 
and I diseharged him; he is well pro- 
vided for; I applied the battery a num- 
ber of times to Sophia for curative pur- 

ses; Sam had paralysis; used the 

ttery on him three or four times; he 
was a great masturbator; electricity 
did him no good; never heard that 
Livingstone’s limbs were gnawed by 
rats; saw him every day; he died 
while I was in San Francisco; kpvew 
George; he was hurt on the left side of 
the uead; I dressed his wound; he 
was a general paralytic; he was a con- 
firmed masturbator; think I sawhim 
three times a day; every attention was 
paid to him; heid an autopsy at his 
death; bis skull was sound; his entire 
brulu was softened; when my men 
were at work on my rauch I would 
occasioually use State supplies; they 
were all replaced; everything taken 
by me was returned to the State store- 
room; | might have used in this way 
$15 or $20 worth of State goods; just as 
good an article was returned; State 
employes have worked for me: I paid 
them myself out of my own pocket; 
the State never paid them a cent for 
work done tor me; the State never 
compensated me for the use of my 
horses or other property; bave always 
bought supplies from friends when 
1 could buy from them as 
cheap as from others; never 
paid them more than the regular 
price; Cooper was discharged from 
the Asylum for knocking down a pa- 
tient with aspittoon; kuow Ross; he 
was au attendant; be was discharged 
tor choking an old man and stamping 
him with bis feet; Loomis was dis- 
charged for putting up a picture ofa 
skull and cross-bones in ward G; that 
is the death ward;’’ (the design was 
exhibited} I told him that aman who 
would do tbat was not fit for an at- 
tendant, and told him to leave; m 
boys never destroyed any harness; all 
the harness belonging tothe State is 
here; there were about 20 lambs on 
the Asylum grounds at different times; 
my boys bought some of the milk to 
feed them; they used no State milk 
that was needed; my own cow was 
used by the State for oue year; I re- 
ceived no compensation from the State 
for her. 

Cross-examined—I have been Super- 
intendent here about four years; prac- 
ticed medicine for 15 years before I 
graduated; I practiced in Illinois; the 
institution I graduated at in Cincin- 
nati has been removed to Chicago; 
never studied the use f electricity un- 
til | came to the Asylum; used the 
Davis & Kidder battery because I was 
told it was the safest; think itis the 
best battery to use; cannot produce a 
continuous galvanic current with the 
Davis & Kidder battery; think this 
battery is far more beneficial than the 
other used here; have had no impo- 
tence to deal with here; it is not dan- 
gerous toapply electricity to all parts 
ot the system; have a deposit of State 
money in the First National Bank 
here; have probably $1,500 or $1,600 
there at this time. 

The cross-examination of Dr. Bishop 
was devoted mainly to scientific mat- 
ters pertaining to the use of medicine 
aud electricity, aud was uninteresting. 
His testimony closed the case, which 
was submit to the Board by unani- 
mous consent of the counsel without 
argu ment.
